IN THIRTY-THREE YEARS. 



"Faraway from earth, in the boundless 
ocean of space, mighty worlds wing their 
flight. Voiceless in their movement, 
silent in their career, yet as they sweep 
onward in their course they are measur- 
ing out the vast periods of eternity itself."

fond of asserting that the wealth of our 
country is a menace to its welfare and 
prosperity. 

They have figures at their tongues' ends 
to show that as riches accumulate the 
interests of the people are jeopardized, 
rand influences of mischief introduced. 

According to their theory, the man who 
makes a fortune is a public enemy. They 
refuse to acknowledge tbe least merit in 
millionaires, or to concede that wealth is 
ever used in any other than a selfish and 
hurtful way. 

The effect of such talk is to create a 
prejudice in the minds of the masses 
against those who happen to possess 
large amounts of money, and to put out 
of sight certain facts that justify a more 
favorable view. 

It is not true, as these individuals 
proclaim, that wealth represents only a 
grasping instinct and a disposition to op- 
press the people. On the contrary, there 
is manifest proof that it stands largely 
for a kind of service that is generally ad 
vantageous. All the great enterprises 
which provide comforts and conveniences 
for the public are based upon aggrega- 
tions of capital, and could not otherwise 
exist. The railroads, the steamships, the 
telegraph lines and other importi 
agencies of civilization would be impoi 
ble in the absence of wealth to constr 
and operate them; and the same is ti 
of all of the big manufacturing concerns 
which furnish employment for so many 
wage earners and produce articles of 
common necessity and desire at such rea- 
sonable pricee. 

It is an undeniable fact that most of the 
fortunes in this country have been made 
by means that were directly beneficial to 
society. 

The wealth of the United States is nol 
hoarded, hut invested in forms of busi- 
ness that widen the opportunities of all 
classes and promote general prosperity. 
It f» not to the interest of tbe rich to re 
tard commercial and industrial develop- 
ment, and prevent the masses from get 
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irises depend upon tbe steady in 
provement of the condition of the peoplt 
They have nothing to gain by limiting 
or embarrassing the sources from which 
they derive their profits. 

There are individual capitalists, to be 
sure, who deserve condemnation for evil 
practices, but it is not true that the 
capitalists as a cla»s are conspirators 
against the common welfare. They fully 
understand that they cannot afford to 
undermine the foundations of the fabrc 
which they have helped te rear and 
which is at once both their assurance of 
protection and their promise of future 
ad Vkltaga, It is absurd to suppose that

the depreciation of values and the lessen- 
ing of profits We must credit them 
with ordinary intelligence, aud not ac- 
cept the idea that they are willing to sac- 
rifice their own iuterests in order to bring 
calamity upon the people 

There is another aspect of the matte 
that should receive more attention thai 
it usually gets, and that is the familiu 
charge that rich men are indifferent t< 
the claims of chatity and plnlauthrophy 
They do not render as much service as 
they should in those respects, perhaps; 
but neither do they fall so far short of 
their duty as is commonly insisted. A 
recent statement of the gifts and be 
quests to public objects during the pres 
ent year shows that the liberal sum of 
$10,434,150 wat thus applied. Of thii 
amount, the colleges received $4,075,750 
the hospitals $1,539,000. the Churches 
$789,000, the libraries $208,000, and the 



$3,832,400. This aggregate, it will be 
observed, represents an average distribu- 
tion of about $3,000,000 per month, or 
at the rate of $24,000,000 per year, to re 
ligious. charitable and educational pur- 
poses, and it is estimated that these fig- 
ures represent the average rate of tuch 
contributiont during tbe decade. There 
is surely something to be sild for the 
wealthy people who have manifested 
their generosity in this liberal meal 
It will not do lo rail about tho alleged 
close flitedneat of the capiialitlt e 
we bare tuch proof of their regard for 
the obligation-- of benevolence. 

Tbe faults of tbe wealthy, like l bote of 
the leae fortunate, are not to be con- 
cealed or condoned; but let tbem have 
due credit for their good deedt. and a 
gentling ot Judgment In proportion to tbe 
value of their twice.

APPEAL FROM CHINA. 



esident E. H Pearce of the J 
lucky Wesleyun College at 1 
has just received a stirring letter on the 
recent Chinese outragee from Dr. C. F. 
Reid of Shanghai. China, Presiding Elder 
of the Shanghai District of tbe M. E. 
Church. 8outh. 

Dr. Reid is a citizen of Winchester 
when in tbe United States, and all who 
know him unhesitatingly declare that 
bis statements are worthy of the fullest 
consideration by the American people. 

His appeal has been put on the v 
by the Associated Press, and will be 
read from one end of the country to the 
other. Following is Dr. Reid't letter: 

AN APPEAL FROM CHINA. 

Shanghai, August lOtb, 1895> v 
Only two weeks ago today I sent you *■ 
u accouut of the Szechuen outrages, 
and today I am sending you accounts of 
massacre at Kuching. Had our 
Minister acted promptly and adequately 
the first case tic second would probe 
j not have occurred, and we should 
have beeu spared the spectacle of eight 
young and consecrated women dragged 
from their beds and brutally massacred; 
helpless infants harked to death, and a 
faithful servant of (iod burned in his bed. 

1 am sending you these accounts in the 
hope that you will use them where they 
will do the most good I wish I could 
put a copy in the hands of every editor, 
every Congressman and every other man 
who has any interest in the welfare of 
the church or the honor of his a 

We don't ask for levenge. but we do 
ask for justice aud tbe protection wbicb 
every American has a right to demand 
and which no civilized Nation has a right 
to withhold from its humblest citizens. 

Foreigners in China are u 
the belief that a little prompt ai 
our action would at once put an e 
these things. 

We have lost all hope of help from the 
Legation at Peking and we are now ap 
pealing directly to Washington. Will 
you not help us? Unless something is 
speedily done we shall have to aba 
all our interior work, which represents 
many years of toil and sacrifice. 

In our opinion the action required at 
this time is the appointment of a strc 
commission, with such rank as will e 
ble them to try and fix the guilt of the 
highest officials.

FIVE KILLED.' 

One Hundred and Fifty Pounds 
of Dynamite Lets Go. 



The Explosion Occurred in a She 
Dsed as a Shelter for Quarrymen,

Dubuque, la.. Sept 9— By the 
plosion of 150 pounds of dynamite at 
Specht's Ferry, ten miles north of this 
city, Sunday morning, five people 
were instantly killed, one mortally in 
jured and two seriously hurt. 

The dead— Edward Latshaw. aired 
35, of Victory, Wis.; Mrs. Edward Latr 
shaw. Ray Lalshaw, ajred 12; Matt. 
Latshaw, aged 6; Hans BjorosUd. 

Injured— Mabel Latshaw, aged 15, 
still unconscious, but may recover; 
Matt Faber, a quarryman, aged 35, of 
Wabash, Minn., will die. 

Ed Bench, Lansing, la., left eye 
knocked out, will recorer. 

The explosion occurred in a shed 
erected by LatBhaw and used 
fcuilding house for quarrymen who 
have been employed by the govern- 
ment in building wing dams on the 
river. The dynamite was stored in 
one end of the shanty. After break- 
fast Sunday morning one of Latshaw's 
sons began firing at a target near the 
shed, when the explosion occurred. 
The concussion was terrible and was 
felt for miles. The shanty was blown 
into splinters and the Spechts resi- 
dence and depot badly damaged. 

Latshaw was blown into the side of 
the bluff and nearly buried by 
sand The clothing was torn from 
Mrs. Latshaw and her daughter. 
Grace, a little girl, -was found un- 
harmed caressing the cheek of the 
mother and asking her to speak. As 
soon as the accident occurred a special 
train was sent up from here which 
brought the injured to the hospital.

WIND AND RAIN. 



Bmporia, Kan., Sept 9.— A very se- 
vere wind and rain storm passed over 
Emporia about 3 o'clock Sunday after- 



though so far as can be learned no 
lives were lost. 

The most damage was done at the 
State Normal school, the new oast 
wing, which cost $50,000 and was but 
lately dedicated, being reduced to a 
mass of ruins The north gable end 
was blown in and the roof rolled up 
like paper and carried off half a block. 
The entire inside of Albert Taylor's 
hall is open to the storm of rain, 
which still continues. The damage is 
estimated at about 810,000, and fears 
are entertained that more wind may 
yet blow the other walls out. as It now 
has a full sweep Into a comparatively 
confined space. 

The wreck, however, will not inter- 
fere with school work, as fifty rooms 
in the main building yet remain unin- 
jured. A special meeting of the Normal 
board of regents has been called by 
wire for Tuesday at 2 p. m.

Officials at navy 
yards naturally desire to keep 
a regular force steadily employed, 
and the disposition is to take workmen 
from the ships that are building and 
do repair work with them, putting 
them back when the repair work is 
completed. Not only have the Texas 
and Maine been delayed in this prac- 
tice, but also the monitors, the Terror, 
the Monadnock and the Puritan. All 
these ships ought now to be in commis- 
sion, and I have ordered that they be 
pushed to completion. Precisely the 
same reasons which have operated to 
delay the building of ships at navy 
yards, naturally influence contractors. 
They arc sometimes tempted to neg- 
lect government wark and use part of 
the force on the government ships to 
do outside work as it comes in. 

"The contracts all provide penalties 
for failure to complete work in time. 
Penalties for delay have frequently 
been imposed upon contractors by the 
navy department, but unfortunately 
congress has in almost every instance, 
when it was asked, relieved against 
these penalties. The effests of such 
acts is necessarily demoralizing. 

"The department has reoently given 
orders to push all work on navy yard 
ships and has also been urging the con- 
tractors to increased diligence.
